It was 
so voted. Another motion, by Mr. 

Barrows, was to amend the Snow} 
Removal Account to $11,000 instead 
of $8,000, and the TM _ explained 
that this was because of the 4 
Northeast Storms in the last few 
days, and also for rental of thd 
Walters Snow Fighters; ‘in case} | 
the town didn’t vote to buy them. 

Mr. Leo Berrett spoke against 
the Snow Fighters. The crowd was 
amused at his remarks, and clapped 
when he finished.
